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TIENTSIN. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Trentsin, March 15, 1869. 


We were much surprised to read in the LD. and C. sg ace of the 
15th January that Lord Clarendon had agreed with Mr. Burlingame 
that when any differences arise, before war shall ensue, they shall 
be referred to the Home Government for consideration. Surely 
this must bea hoax. No Minister with the slightest knowledge 
of Chinese character, as at present constituted, would ever agree 
to such a thing. The Standard and Mr. H.N. Lay show plainly 
and truly what would be the effect of so acting. If Lord Claren- 
don has so far forgotten himself, would it not be advisable to carry 
the Civil Service examinations a little further, and make it impe- 
rative on all Secretaries, whether Indian, Colonial, or Foreign, to 
have a full knowledge of the people and countries they are called 
on to have dealings with ? 

No one here that I have met with has the slightest belief that 
the Burlingame mission will do anything towards the opening up 
of China ; the belief is entirely the other way, that the mission 
will do all they can—being well paid for it—to prevent the open- 
ing up of the country. The Chinese, if left to themselves, never 
will do anything, and this, to any resident in China, is so plain 
that he who runs may read. If the Chinese wish to be placed on 
the footing of European nations, and have reference made home in 
any case of dispute, let them act like European nations, and allow 
telegraphs and railroads to be spread all over the Empire, and 
from that to Foreign countries, so that the Consuls can communi- 
cate with the Ministers, and the Ministers with the Home Govern- 
ment ; then it is possible that at times small wars might be avoided ; 
but their reason for asking this reference to Europe or America is 
from a mere desire to put things off, and, if necessary, to 
make preparations for eventualities. And so will it ever 
be with them if they are granted this concession of delay ; and 
not compelled to make progress in return for it. No Foreign nation 
has the real good of the Chinese at heart, unless that nation insists 
on the Chinese advancing in the paths of scientific progress. That 
they have no such intention themselves is shown daily. Witness 
the answers given by the Tsong-li Yamun to the British Minister, 
when he asked them to make a road to the coal mines. The reply 
was that the construction of the road would injure the Feng-shui. 
Could any answer be more childish or unlike a nation anxious to 

forward in the paths of progress? In favour of the Chinese, it 
is said they have had translated Wheaton’s “ International Law ;” 
but what use do they make of it? They use it when they can 
find anything in it which favours their cause, but they totally 
ignore it when it goes againstthem. The collegeat Peking shows 
so in their favour ; but some folks there say the college is already 
on its last legs—and no wonder, if the following case is correctly 
ol ween Some Chinese in authority over the college sent for the 
scholars of the French class to examine them, and knowing nothing 
of French themselves, dismissed from the class about one-half the 
scholars—the scholars who had really the best knowledge of the 
French language. 

The Chinese Government are really at work, however, and it is 
well to look at the nature of their work. Is their progress in 
work in the paths of peace? is it in the furtherance of com- 
merce? No! Is it in the protection afforded to missionaries ? 
No! Is it in making roads or canals, or anything to ameliorate 
the condition of their own subjects? No! What is it,then? It 
is in the erection of arsenals, the making of cannon, muskets, 
the manufacturing of gunpowder, and warlike stores and imple- 
ments; in fact, in carrying out Tseng-kwo-fan'r programme, as 
given in his private letter of advice, name] ‘, to make these things 
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themselves, and be independent of Foreigners, and in time to be 
in @ position to drive them out of China, or at least confine them 
to the seaboard! Such is the progress the Chinese are making, 
and that alone—unless when compelled to do otherwise ; all else 
is decay. If this can be called a progress, then they are fast pro- 
gressing. Can any true friend of China say it is the progress he 
would like to see made here ! 

The insults and worse than insults in some places offered to our 
missionaries at Yangchow, Tungchow, Chefoo, Formosa, Foochow, 
and Swatow, you are already aware of, but may not yet have heard 
of the last and worst case, an account of which has only just 
reached Peking. The account, as I got it from aoe authority, is 
that a French priest in Szechuen beon brutally murdered and 
cut in pieces ; another French priest was wounded, but escaped ; 
about two hundred native converts killed. One of the converts 
who escaped, and afterwards joined the French priest who was 
wounded and escaped, told the latter that after he (the French 
priest) left about three hundred more native converts were killed. 
A mandarin, who was hostile to the priests and converts, in con- 
junction with the literati, is believed to have been at the bottom 
of this affair, and is said to have spent a large sum of money to 

et it accomplished. Another—and what—a commentary on Mr. 
avlinphaune's account of the Chinese welcoming the missionaries 
to plant the shining cross on every hill! Tseng-kwo-fan showed 

lainly at Nanking that he would grant no compensation for the 
Vangcion affair until compelled to do so. When the Rinaldo 
was there he promised everything ; when she left nothing was 
done until the affair was placed in the Admiral’s hands—and only 
then compensation was made. So will it ever be with the Chinese 
until their characters are changed for the better ; but with them 
whose chief glory it is to try and throw dust in our eyes, by any 
or every means, however low or mean those means may be, what 
can you expect ? 

Our missionaries are trying their best to enlighten the Chinese ; 
but with what success you see from the above cases. They may 
not in all cases be the most suitable for such works; they are 
like their neighbours, of different minds and temperaments, The 
societies at home at all times do not appear to have much choice 
in whom they will send ; but the best missionaries will do little 
good in the interior of the country, I fear, until we get railways ; 
the people require to see more of Foreigners and of each other— 
they know little or nothing about us; and the mandarins, possibly 
knowing as little, seem, while having a dread of us, to have a 
hatred of us also. Why is this? Wherever we travel in the 
country we are most kindly received and treated by the country 
people. Such has always been the case with myself, and other 
travellers say the same ; it is only when we come in contact with 
the mandarijns or those about them that travellers experience any 
molestation or trouble. The mandarins know nothing of us per- 
sonally ; do they take the cue from the Imperial Government, or 
have they an innate feeling that we are likely to supplant them, 
or at least to expose their illegal exactions ? 

Some foreigners in Chinese Government employ, who have access 
to the mandarins, and are often brought in contact with them, tell 
me it is very evident to them that the mandarins as a class would 
gladly see us all out of the country ; and that we are only tole- 
rated here. And this is no doubt the fecling of the Imperial 
Government towards us; they cannot now well drive us out, but 
they are trying their best, by every means in their power, to keep 
us back ; the Imperial Government, being Manchus, are, so to say, 
strangers in the land, like ourselves, and what they did in con- 
quering the country, they Leaper and think some other foreign nation 
may do also ; the great bocy of the people have little nationality, 
and care little who rules s’ long as they have peace and plenty, 
and no doubt the Government are well aware of this. Had Eng- 
land and France not interfered with the Taipings, they would 
have been masters here now. And were a good man to arise now, 
anxious to benefit his countrymen and possessed of the knowledge 
how to do it, there would be little doubt of his succeeding ; and 
were the people well treated, no country could be so easily 
governed as China. I cannot think that this dynasty will last 
long ; it is rotten to the core. Burlingame’s plans, if carried out 
as he would have them, would hasten this catastrophe; he may 
do the country good in this way, but certainly he will do China 
no good otherwise, in the way he proposes. China, in my opinion, 
is not to be opened gradually ; China will be opened at a bound, 
at once, like the emancipation of the slaves in America and West 
Indies. Like the revolution in Spain, or something of a like 
nature, but whether caused by war with foreigners, or by war 
amongst themselves is difficult to foresee. 

Mr. Charles Wentworth Dilke may be right in saying that the 
words of the Chinese translation in his letter which you print in 
italics are a forgery. Nevertheless they are now looked on and 
acted on by the Tsong-li-yamun as part and parcel of the treaty. 
The high provincial authority here, H.E, Chung How, superinten- 
dent of the three Northern ports, looks on the words and acts on 
them inthe same light. The following case will show this. Some 
eighteen months ago native Christians in Shantung, connected 
with a mission having their head-quarters at Tientsin, were mo- 
lested by some of their neighbours on account of their Chris- 
tianity, and were by the local mandarin refused protection, on the 
plea that they were Christians and not under his jurisdiction. 
The missionaries brought the case before the Consul here, Mr. 
James Mongan, and he laid it before H.E, Chung How; the latter 
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took it up, and sent Mr. Mongan a draft proclamation quoting the 
Roman Catholic or French article in the treaty as being the 
strongest worded, but the Consul preferred the English treaty, 
Article 8, as being quite strong enough, and also because he did 
not wish the missionaries to be thought Roman Catholic. The 
proclamation was sent to the district, and there has been no more 
trouble or molestation to the native Christians since then. His 
Excellency Sir R. Alcock was informed of the affair after it was 
all settled, but only then, I believe. 

This case, I think, proves plainly that the Chinese look upon 
the article, however obtained, as part of the treaty, and binding 
upon them ; therefore the missionaries have a perfect right to be 
in all these places, so si ay they behave themselves. Mr. Dilke 
would have pea a much better authority on Chinese matters had 
he come and seen the country and people for himself. He may 
have then seen things in another light, fike some of Mr. Burling- 
hame’s friends who had heard him at San Francisco, and have 
since visited China, and found the Chinese of real life very different 
indeed from the Chinese portrayed with such glowing language by 
Mr. Burlinghame. I hope Mr. Dilke is wrong in saying that Sir 
R. Alcock has withdrawn the claim of right of residence, if so, we 
may suppose he has also withdrawn the claim, if ever made, to 
have the mines opened, and railways made, or anything else which 
would necessitate a residence in the interior. 

I was somewhat surprised to read in the L. & C. Express that Mr. 
J.McL. Brown, Secretary to the Chinese Mission, stated at a meeting 
of one of your societies that he did not think that we should get 
railways about Peking or China for years to come (I have not the 
paper by me containing his words), on account of there being 
cemeteries all round Peking, and the opposition on that account of 
the mandarins ; he might have said with equal truth that if the 
mandarins have their way we shall never get railways. From what 
I have seen of these cemeteries all round Peking I have no doubt 
but an engineer could lay a line of rail down in the thickest part 
of them, and go no nearer any of them than the existing roads do 
to some of them. And as for the Feng-shui it may be met and 
laid as easily there as elsewhere when it suits the Chinese Govern- 
ment to do so; the lower classes of Chinese readily sell their 
ground about Tientsin, although covered with graves; they try 
generally to get a higher price for it on that account, saying 
that if the ground is built on at any time they would previously 
have to remove the coffins ; but they always abate their demand, 
and accept the usual price of land. On one occasion a house was to 
be built on some land having graves on it; the late owner was 
asked to come and remoye the coffins as he agreed on; but 
although he was sent for several times he never came. Where was 
the Feng-shui here ? 

On my telling two missionaries here lately that this Government 
would not allow a road to be made to their coal mines because it 
would obstruct the Feng-shui, they only laughed at it. On my 
asking one of them what Feng-shui was, he said it was somethin 
he had heard of but knew nothing about. On my asking the aed 
one the same question, he replied, “ Feng-shui is something said to 
exist in rich men’s villages. Now, our village (Chaiting) is a poor 
one—a very poor one—and therefure there can be no Vans Shui 
there.” The upper classes may have Feng-shui, and use it when it 
suits them, as the Government do; but they also, when it suits their 
purpose, have no difficulty in overcoming the Feng Shui. Witness 
an arsenal, built within the walls of the ‘l'reaty Temple of Tientsin 
for the manufacture of cannon, gun carriages, &c., with steam en- 
gine, and a lofty chimney, showing by the smoke issuing from it 
that the work is being carried on, and by the sound of a steam 
whistle, instead of a bell, the men are called to labour and to leave 
it. Witness also the new powder manufactory at Tientsin, which 
is to be called the “Imperial Arsenal.” When the ground for it 
was laid out, the priests or parties who pretended to a knowledge 
of Keng-shui were present, but the English gentleman who is in 
charge of the works, by giving a foot or two here was able to gain 
a foot or two there, and so was able to get what he wanted 
without much difficulty. So would it be in every case when it 
suits the Government to overcome Feng-shui, which is but a myth, 
so far certainly as any Foreigner knows anything about it. If 
there is really anything in it, let it be stated distinctly what it 
is, and how it acts, then one may be able to argue with them 
about it, but one cannot argue with or expect to command another, 
neither knowing anything about it. 

The Chinese Government, I firmly believe, do not like us, not 
that we are doing or have done anything that they should dislike 
us for, but because they cannot understand our energy and rest- 
lessness, and constant moving to and fro. Leave us alone would 
be their policy, and to all our demands, reply, like the poor Pope, 
“Non possumus.” As it has been and will yet be with the Pope, 
so will it also be with the present dynasty of China, unless they 
move forward with the age in which they live. 

The Chinese Government, even if they grant the concession of 
roads and railways, will no doubt be anxious that they be 
made only in some of the Southern provinces in the first place, 
although there is no place so well adapted for them as the 
plain of Pechile, and no place where they would pay better than 
a line from the coal mines forty miles west of Peking to Peking, 
Foochow, Tientsin, and Taku, between which places the traffic is 
immense. Here also the Imperial authorities could judge of their 
working for themselves, instead of leaving it to some Governor of 
@ province to report upon it—having had previous instructions to 
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report against it, and to put what obstacles in the way of it that 
he can ; but I fear the Imperial authorities do not wish to hear 
the sound of the railway whistle in Peking yet. The Chinese Go- 
vernment well know that if liberty to work the mines is granted, 
railways must follow ; the first is of little use without the second ; 
they must go hand in hand. They also know, as we are begin- 
ning to know, that the whole of the southern range of mountains 
—and possibly others also—through Manchuria, Mongolia, Chihli, 
and Shansi, contain vast mineral resources of many kinds—gold, 
silver, iron, copper, lead, and no doubt many others. While coal 
is found in the greatest abundance all over the north of China, 
and in some places, like Chaiting and neighbourhood, steam coal, 
both bituminous and anthracite, of the very best quality, besides the 
common anthracite used for house purposes by the Chinese, a few 
miles of rail could connect the main rail about Peking and give the 
Pekingese their coals at one-third or one-fourth the price they now 
y for them. Coals costing at the mines, forty miles in a straight 
ine from Peking, 1 dol., or 4s. per ton, were selling at Peking 
during a part of last winter at 7 mace, or 1 dollar per picul, there 
being 16 piculs and 80-109 catties to the ton. A ton cost in Peking 
no less than £3 lls. 4d. Could a greater case be needed to show 
the want of a railroad from the mines to Peking? The working 
of these mines and transport by railroad would prove an inesti- 
mable benefit to the country. Foreigners at first would reap a 
share of these benefits, but in no long time the natives might 
have it all in their own hands. Our friends in England and China 
who have such a stake in the China trade seem very apatheticin 
some things nearly concerning their interests. For instance, they 
nave done nothing, so far as i know, in endeavouring to find out 
the mineral resources of China. The P. and 0. Company might 
surely of themselves have taken this trouble, but it seems to have 
been left toa gentleman sent here by the merchants and others 
in San Francisco, who, at their expense and under the instruc- 
tions of the U. S. Minister at Peking, to report on the coalfields in 
the North of China ; he is now at work, has been up the Yangtsze, 
and is now, I believe, at Formosa, and will, no doubt, in time pay 
us @ Visit here. 

On the Yangtze, I believe, he reports there are no available 
fields of good coal close to the river, so far as he had travelled. 
Shantung may produce good steam coal. The Chaiting mines, 
forty miles west of Peking, are producing the best steam coal ; the 
want of a road,and want of water in the river, alone prevents 
them being got down in large quantities. With a railroad from 
the mines to Tungchow, and river dredged from that to Tientsin, 
or railroad to Tientsin or Taku, and mines worked by machinery, 
100,000 or 120,000 tons a-year might be exported and laid 
down at most ports in China, at prices which neither the Eng- 
lish nor Australian coal could compete with; while as to 

uality, some of the engineers who have tried it give it the pre- 
asia over both. If our friends in England are afraid of their 
coalfields being exhausted, had they not better assist us in getting 
our mines into working order, so that we may help to save their 
coals ? The great coalfields here may still be said to be untouched, 
as the Chinese have no machinery, and the mines are, consequently, 
of little depth, the miners being always obliged to stop when the 
water becomes too great for their buckets, or the expense is greater 
than the cost of the coals. If our Transatlantic cousins on the 
Pacific side have taken the initiative in exploring the coalfields 
here, would it not be well that our English friends connected 
with China or some of the learned societies should follow 
suit, and send some learned geologist and mineralogist to 
survey the northern part of China? I feel sure, from what I 
have seen of the country, that they would be amply repaid -for 
their trouble and expense in the knowledge they would gain of 
this very interesting part of China, which may be said to be, espe- 
cially in minerals, the richest part of it. 

March 24.—Rumour a few days since had it that Tseng-kwo-fan 
was coming here from Powting-foo to drive all the Foreigners out 
of Tientsin—that at his late interview with the Emperor he had 
asked and obtained permission to doso. To-day several of his 
people are reported to have been seen in the city, and the report 
now is that he is coming to drive the French Consul and priests 
out of their present residence, which is said to be Imperial pro- 

rty, and that the French acting Consul refuses to quit it. 
Phere has been some communication passing about this residence, 
but I imagine his visit—if he makes one—is one of inspection, 
Tientsin being the most important place in his province. 

Our winter, just past, has been a very mild one, except the 
first few days, which were cold and stormy. The river was navi- 

ble from Tientsin to the sea on the llth February. Chinese 

ew Year’s Day much earlier than usual. While at Newchwang, 
which generally opens about a fortnight after Tientsin, the first 
steamer could not enter until the 15th March, the ice about the 
settlement at Newchwang breaking up on the 18th, laden carts 
crossing over it the day previous. At Tientsin our first steamer of 
the season arrived on the 25th February. Our postal arrange- 
ments were very defective during the winter, hardly a newspaper 
being received all winter, and in the spring we have all the winter’s 
supply, and are unable to read them all. 
reparations are reported to be making in Peking for the re- 
ception of II.R.U. the Duke of Edinburgh. 
his day, March 24, is the first rainy day of the season ; it has 
been raining all day. We had a slight shower on the night of the 
16-17th. The steamer now here may not save the mail, on account 
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of the rain. She has also been in collision with a North German 
vessel, and the latter will have to be surveyed. We had lately 
here some six steam and twelve sailing vessels; ten sailing vessels 
were North German, one Swede, one English. 

I enclose you herewith a comparative table, showing the prin- 
cipal articles of the import trade at Tientsin in 1867-68, with memo- 
randum of direct imports from Great Britain, 1868, from Customs 
returns. You will see our imports of grey cotton goods last year 
amounted to no less than 2,045,876 pieces, while of grey cotton 
goods direct we had 185,100 pieces. The five or six vessels now 
on their way here direct, to be followed, it is hoped, by others 
during the season, will bring usa much larger quantity than we 
received in this way last year. 

Tientsin being the largest consuming port in China for cotton 
goods, it follows that if goods pay here sent via Shanghai by 
sailing vessel, and thence to Tientsin by steamer at the rate of 
Tls. 8 to Tls. 12, or 50s. to 75s. per ton of forty feet, as is often the 
case, they must pay, if sent direct by sailing vessel to Tientsin or 
Taku, at an extra freight of 5s. per ton over Shanghai rates, as is 
at present the case. 

uch has been written in our Consular and Customs reports 
during the last two or three years about the obstacles to Foreign 
trade here, such as the bar outside Taku and want of lighthouse 
on Shallentun Island, that I need not do more here than mention 
them, except to say, that although we have been promised that we 
shall have our bar dredged and lighthouse erected, we have not yet 
got either the one or the other done. It is to be hoped that in 
the revision of the Treaty, Article 32, relating to these affairs, may 
be altered from consulting together to acting together, and that 
with a right good will, when harbour improvements are requisite. 
No one here has much faith in seeing these things done in & 
hurry. They are going on slowly with improvements about 
Shanghai, and possibly our turn will come in time.

From this port we have but two days’ later advices, namely to 
April 16th, with no news whatever of any importance. Mr. Bur- 
lingame’s doings in Europe, and the action of the Home Govern- 
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ment regarding the Yangchow affair, are the only topics discussed 
in the local papers. No later outward mails had been received 
since the date of our last despatches, and there seems to be no 
news from the River or Northern Ports. 

A correspondent writes :—* Admiral Keppel got pelted by a 
Chinese mob at Lochow, near the entrance to the Poyang Lake. 
He and his officers and boat’s-crew had to cut and run ; of course, 
according to Lord Clarendon, he is to do nothing—but we shall 
see. He sent to the authorities at Hankow for assistance when 
the Salamis got ashore; but they refused, though they had two 
steamers there at the time! The clipper Thermopyle is load- 
ing’ 400 tons tea here for Foochow, where she is to i up with 
new crop. . 

“ Some excitement in Shirtings, consequent on telegrams report- 
ing a strike in Manchester, and ‘short time.’ Several firms are 
buying largely, the idea being that in August we shall have high 
prices ruling. Exchange is weak since P. and O. mail, and closed 
at 6s. lid. to 6s. 1}d. for Bank Bills.” 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices from Hong Kong also extend to two days latey 
only, the 22nd April being the latest date. No outward mail had 
arrived in the interval. The only item of news worth reproducing 
is the following, from the China Maid of April 21st :— 

+ The following paragraph appeared in our contemporary’s issue 
of Monday, but it then escaped our notice :— 

“Tt is stated that a despatch has been forwarded from the 
Colonial. office on the position of the ex-officio members of the 
Legislative Council, the purport of which is that, with regard to 
all measures emanating from the Colonial-office, Her Majesty's 
Government will expect the support of the ex-officio members, 
but with regard to such measures as originate in the Colony, 
either from the Governor or from any other member of Council, 
H.E. the Secretary for the Colonies will be only too glad to get 
the benefit of their opinion. It is to be hoped that this desirable 
line of conduct will be acted upon.” 

What amiable condescension! The despatch, if its effect is 
correctly stated, only confirms what is already known as to the 
conditions under which the er officio members hold their position ; 
they must accept the rule of Downing-street. As for the unoffi- 
cial members, they are simply complimentary make-believes, to 
relieve the colony from the appearance of a pure despotism, and 
whose “representative” functions are nw. Whether such a posi- 
tion confers any real honour is a question hardly worth inquiring 
into, but we cannot help thinking that, under the circumstances 
of the case, the official Government might well be left to monopo- 
lise the honours of administration. The Governor, for instance, 
is wholly credited for the suppression of piracy, but the whole 
Government (including the unofficial members) will have to share 
in the odium of the gambling revenue.

SINGAPORE. 
The last mail brought advices from Singapore to the lst May. 
The outward mail of March 26 was received on the 29th Aprily 
the latest telegrams from London being to the 17th April. 


The races were going on, and formed the only topic of interest. 
In the first day’s racing (April 28) the first race was won by Fisch- 
Ton-Khan; the Roadsters’ Cup by Pills; and the Confucius Cup 
by Bismark. On the 30th (second day) the Club Cup was won 
easily by Colonial, the Galloway Stakes by Pills ; the Johore Plate 
was not run for, on account of a sufficient number of horses not 
coming to the starting-post ; the Winners’ Handicap by Colonial. 
The London and China Express Cup (presented by the pro- 
prietors of that journal) was to have been run for, but it was dark 
when the above events had come off, and this race was consequently 

ostponed until the following afternoon; Sir Harry was the 
Pa rourit: but we are ignorant of the result, as the mail left at 
noon. 


SINGAPORE IN 1869. 


(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

That a feud exists between the Governor and the governed in 
Singapore is soon apparent to a passing visitor. How this most 
unsatisfactory state of things was brought about is not so easily 
described. The community complain of the Governor as over- 
bearing and intolerant, trusting to no one in the discharge of the 
duties of the various departments. It is alleged on the other side 
that the community have thought proper to range themselves in 
Opposition to the Governor, and, in fact, to raise a wall between 
them which renders it impracticable to act with anything like 
co-operation. The consequence of this is that neither the Muni- 
cipal Council nor any other representative body can make common 


cause for the benefit of the public generally. The Municipal | 


Council, who collect the 10 per cent. on rentals levied for town 
al ae ?.¢..a radius of three miles, are constantly at logger- 

eads with Government officers ; and the town is still without a 
system of water supply in consequence. The risk of fire is there- 
fore much increased, as the hose may have to be laid on at a dis- 
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tance of a quarter of a mile. There are steam fire engines and 
hand engines, but the chief element is wanting. 

The feud between the Governor and the community is much 
increased by the hearty sympathies of the latter with the position 
of the Chief Justice, Sir Benson Maxwell, who considers it a 
great blow to his dignity, and an ae bsg to the public, that the 
judges in the Straits should have been deprived of their former 
independence of the local executive, although the change only 
places them under the same regulations as the other Crown colo- 
nies. It is at the same time known that the Chief Justice is often 
arrayed against the Government in the measures which come be- 
fore the Legislative Council ; and his opposition generally carries 
with it the sympathies of the inhabitants. 

The post vacated by Dr. Little in the Legislative Council has 
not yet been filled, and it is currently stated that it has been 
offered to and rejected by several merchants. The Governor 
should not incur this undignified position, and the best manner to 
avoid this would be, not to ask, but leave it to the community to 
send up the names of, say three or four gentlemen whom they con- 
sider eligible. This could be arrived at through the Chamber of 
Commerce, Municipal Council, or similar representatives of the 
community. The Government could then select one. It is stated 
that in offering the post it was accompanied with the suggestion 
that they would make themselves pleasant, 2.¢., not oppose Govern- 
ment measures ! ! 

The new Government House, about which there has been so 
much said, is getting on very fast, and there is but little doubt of 
its completion by October, the time of the arrival of the Duke of 
Edinburgh in the Galatea. As far as the ee and its ap- 
pointments are concerned, there is nothing that can be termed ex- 
travagant. The ball room, drawing and dining rooms, and bed 
rooms are certainly not in excess; indeed the visitors’ bed rooms 
are decidedly not up to the mark for a Government house. The 
site is certainly a charming one, and commands fine views ; indeed, 
for the distance from town, is the finest. There is a great deal of 
spare ground, which can be realised. The cost of the land was 
46,000 dols., and in speaking of the 200,000 dols. which the whole 
—. is estimated at, including furniture, this should be remem- 

ered. 

The steamer building by White, of Cowes, which is to cost 
£23,000, and perhaps £25,000, still continues to be a mark for 
attacks by the writers in the Straits Observer. Ina recent article 
they even go to the length of saying that it will be better that 
she “sinks in the Bay of Biscay.” Th2 Observer of the 23rd hada 
very bitter personal attack on Mr. Cameron, who has lately taken 
editorial charge of the Straits Times, for an article which turns 
to the Governor’s side. These personalities are inseparable from 
colonial controversies, and generally afford amusement to the 
community, but do not effect any real good. The Observer in 
many things is much too personal. 

The Cavanagh Suspension Bridge, which is to connect the busi- 
ness part of the town with the Esplanade, the Court-house, the 
Government offices, Post-office, &c., and which will supersede the 
present wooden structure, is progressing very slowly, and will take 
six months to complete. The bridge is too heavy and too costly 
by far; a very suitable one might have been erected for 50,000 
dols., instead of 150,000 dols.,and would have been completed 
by this time. This is an undertaking of the municipal authorities. 

The scheme for connecting the town with the docks, wharv 
&c., at New Harbour, a distance of some six miles by rail, is sti 
agitated, but the owners of the nearest wharves are opposed, as it 
deprives them of the advantage fover their far-off competitors. 
This isolated interest, however, cannot overcome the greater por- 
tion of the mercantile peor backed by the Government and the 
public generally, to whom it would be an immense boon. Pas- 
sengers aud their friends passing to and fro find the journey by 
gharry a very fatiguing, dusty, and expensive ride. The at 
utility of the rail will be in the transport of goods to and from ships, 
& process that at present often occupies three days. It will not be 
very long, however, before we have the iron horse snorting, not 
| from this to New Harbour, but to the extremity of the island, 
and on to Johore, Malacca, &c. The Maharajah of Johore is quite 
sanguine on the subject. The telegraph wires erected by Mr. 
Fisher from the square to three stations in New Harbour continue 
in good working order. 

here is a neglected “ tagrag-and-bobtail” sort of appearance 
in all parts of the town, which sadly requires, as the Americans 
say, “straightening out.” The surroundings of the Town Hall, 
Court House, and Government offices (a batch of public buildin 
lying close together) are in a most miserable cendition. The Ks- 
planade along the beach is in a wretched condition, and a few seats 
should be placed about it. The canal is in a most offensive con- 
dition, the effluvia at low water being horrible; the work of 
cleaning and laying a granite bottom to this foul ditch is a work 
which Governor Ord should have undertaken long ago. The open 
drains which run along the native dwellings are also a disgrace 
to any English settlement. The police offices, gaols, hospitals, 
&c., are, however, in excellent order. The Convict Jail, accommo- 
dating 2,000 inmates, is a credit to those in charge. The Chinese 
Hospital, called the Tak Seng Hospital, requires a different o 


‘nisation ; those in attendance have not a fair chance of keeping 


the establishment it decent order. Its present mode of working 
is not suitable; Chinese should be employed as dressers and at- 
tendants, and in all posts but those of the superior medical officers, 
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Hotels in Singapore do not shine; there are some half dozen, 
but, with the exception of the Clarendon, kept by Mr. Emerson, 
which is very clean and well managed, there is hardly a comfort- 
able hotel in the place. 

The Sailors’ Home, under the superintendence of Mr. Moyle 
and a committee of Government officers and merchants, is a very 
well managed institution ; a Ler building, accommodating thirty 
officers and 170 men, at 1 dol. 50c. each per diem. The Raffles 
Institute, under the management of Mr. Bayley and Mrs. Boyd, 
maintains its utility for educating children of any age and any 
parentage. The number of boys at present under Mr. Bayley 
is thirty-three boarders and 350 day scholars, most of whom 
pay 6 dols. as boarders, and half to one dollar for day, the 
number entirely supported by the Institute numbering from fifteen 
to twenty. In the girls’ school there are sixty-nine boarders and 
day scholars, about twelve at the expense of the institution. Both 
schools are conducted under one fine building on the Beach-road, 
fronting the sea. The effect of this English education on the na- 
tives ought to be a powerful element for good over all the Eastern 
seas, and the same thing is going on in China and Japan. What 
will it produce a century hence? Any one who has £100 to spare 
could not do better than bestow it here. 

The storekeepers in Singapore have largely increased in number 
during the past few years, and now include several German and 
Chinese firms. The old established store of John Little and Co. has 
kept pace with the times in the extension of the premises and the 

uction of prices, and it is no longer necessary for travellers to 
burden themselves with large stocks of clothing, &c., for every- 
thing can be bought at Little’s as good, and in many cases as 
cheap, as at home. The truth is that the 30 to 50 per cent. which 
the shopkeepers at home put on their wholesale prices more than 
covers cost of transit here, and a stranger who is not on the “ in- 


side track” is truly astonished at the nearness of prices to the 
oee shopkeepers. At Little’s the London and China Express 
and other home papers can be obtained. 


The accommodation for docking and discharging ships in the new 
harbour is somewhat too extensive for the pockets of the various 
shareholders. The competition is very keen, and large vessels 
have been docked (towed in and out) for 50 to 75 dols., and, ac- 
cording to appearances, the dock managers will shortly have to 
throw in a champagne lunch to the captains to secure them. This 
is very disastrous in a climate like this, where people as a rule 
come to make dollars, The chief competitors are Mr. Smith, the 

erof the Tanjong Pagar Dock, and Mr. Cloughton, of the 
Patent Slip and Dock Company. The other dock of Messrs. 
Buyers and Robb looks out for paying work. The docks and 
works are of the first class, capable of taking in any vessel and 
orming any repairs to either the hull or machinery. 

In 1870 the Straits Settlements will be shorn of its convict 
labour, unless the Home Government make a move in the matter, 
and induce the Indian Government to resume their system of trans. 
portation. The number is now about 3,U00, and the time of nine- 
tenths of them expires next year. Their labour is very useful, and 
having the necessary accommodation in working order, the loss to 
the Straits for Government works, &c., will be very much felt, as 
the Klings will not work so well as Malays voluntarily, and Chinese 
can find better and more lucrative employment than Government 
vores roads, &c. Earl Granville should see to this before it is 
too late. 

The Governor has returned from Penang, after completing the 

reliminary arrangements for adding some islands called the Din- 
ings to the Straits Settlements, under the British flag. It is 
believed they will prove a source of revenue, and increase the 

roduction of sugar. It is the intention of Sir Harry Ord to visit 

ava as s00N as aoa and amongst other matters it is to be 
hoped that he will endeavour to settle the old standing grievance 
of the Penang people anent the interference of the Butch with 
the native growers in Sumatra. 

The Austrian expedition, consisting of the frigates Donau and 
Friedrich, sailed on the 22nd for Bangkok, under the command of 
Admiral and Plenipotentiary Petz (the hero of Lissa), Dr. von 
Scherzer, the chief director (of Novara fame), and Baron Herbert, 
who have been in Singapore some six weeks, proceeded in the 
Donau. Itis expected that the treaty negotiations at Bangkok 
will occupy several weeks; from thence Saigon will be visited en 
route to China and Japan. There has been much comment on the 
reception of the Austrian Admiral by Governor Ord. On his ar- 
shan i the Admiral, with his A.D.C., called on the Governor; the 
call was returned by the Governor’s A.D.C., and an invitation sent 
to dine at Government House. The gallant Admiral feeling 
much hurt at this treatment, excused himself, and sent only his 
A.D.C., which may be looked on rather in the light of “ diamond 
cut diamond.” hy the Governor should adopt such a course 
towards a Plenipotentiary who had been specially recommended 
to the good offices of all our officials in the Far East by the Fo- 


sh ete is a mystery which, perhaps, the Government at home 
will think proper to ask an explanation of. 


The admiral and officers of both ships, and the captain and offi- 
cers of the North German frigate Medea were entertained at a 
ball given by the German community at their club, the Teutonia.

a hundred and fifty. The band of the Austrians was an immense 
acquisition, as Singapore balls generally suffer for the want of 
good music. A supper was served at twelve, and dancing did not 
cease until three, everything passing off most satisfactorily and 
highly creditably to the German Club.

The works continue to be worked in the most satisfactory 
manner, under the management of Mr. Wells, who has now been 
seven years in charge. The consumption is now up to close on 
the producing power with one gas-holder, and sometimes over- 
runs, but there is not sufficient demand for two. The total num- 
ber of lights is now about 7,000, including public lights. The 
charge for private lights is 3 dols. per 1,000 feet, while at Hong 
Kong it is 4.50 dols., labour and general expenses being cheaper 
here. The Australian coal is chiefly used, and answers better 
than any other (cost compared) ; a cargo from England now land- 
ing being miserably small stuff. The whole of the works are in 
excellent order, the premises, &c., clean, and general discipline. 
The company have been fortunate in securing such a manager. 

The ice-making machine, originally imported by Dr. Scott (now 
in San Francisco), is at present in the hands of Messrs. Riley, 
Hargreaves and Co., engineers, &c., on a monthly rental of 180 
dols., which yields the shareholders who subscribed to Dr. 
Scott’s company a very small per centage. The machine is con- 
stantly out of order, not really being constructed for an ice-making 
machine. When in good order it can produce about 22 ewt. per 
diem. The daily average demand is about 8cwt. When the pre- 
sent contract is out the company must either remodel or sell out, 
in order to place the undertaking on a satisfactory footing. 

The Horticultural Gardens and the Leveson Lake continue to be 
@ great source of enjoyment, and the promoters will ever com- 
mand the thanks of successive residents. The boat propelled by 
a small engine worked by hand, presented by Mr. Stuart, the 
overseer of the convict jail, has been shorn of her engine and 
oars substituted, to the annoyance of many persons. It is to be 
hoped that the committee will as soon as possible place some seats 
in different spots, and when some liberal and wealthy visitor 
to Singapore wishes to leave a mark of his appreciation of Singa- 
pore, a pair of gates would be a great acquisition to the gardens. 

A curious case, arising out of the late rae which consumed the 
Oriental Bank premises, the office of the Straits Times, and some 
Chinese property, is likely to come before the Court. Mr. Dunlop, 
the managing partner of Madame Fraser and Co., representing 
several fire companies, had information which induced hin to lay 
a charge of arson against the Chinese, and he offered a reward for in- 
formationestablishingthesame. AChinesecame forward, whoswore 
that he had seen the implements of destruction arranged, and the 
match appied. The evidence seemed 80 conclusive that he wag 
promised the reward of 100 dols, The Chinese in this extremity 
set their wits to work, and actually induced this same man to 
swear that all he had said before was manufactured, and he had 
been paid for it. On this a criminal information was filed against 
Mr. Dunlop for a conspiracy, and he is bound over to appear for 
trial. Mr. Dunlop represents the Phoenix and Home and Solonial 
offices of London, and some Foreign ones. 

The screw steamer Flying Scud, 105 tons, consigned to Hamil- 
ton, Gray, and Co., has arrived from Australia for sale, but is not 
likely to find a purchaser, and will go on to China. The Dutch 
steamer De Hoop, of about 200 tons and 30-horse power, is also 
in the market, and reported sold to Messrs. Wilton and Co. 

The last French mail arrived on the 19th, the due date, with 
advices from London to the 18th March. There is every prospect 
of this line now working with regularity, the captains having 
strict orders to adhere to the schedule time. 

The eight English miners sent out for the Labuan coal mines, 

r Agamemnon, have been sent forward by the company’s steamer 

ine. 

Mr, 0. Stursenegger, of the firm of Messrs. Rautenberg, 
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Schmidt and Co., has been appointed Acting Consul for Austria, 
in ae place of Mr. Conighi, who goes to Europe by the present 
mail. 

The last mail steamer took away the remaining portion of the 
8th M.N.I. (about 250), leaving only the wing of the 75th Regi- 
ment (about 450 strong) and the Artillery, who cannot perform the 
guard duties performed by the native troops, and indeed are a 
mere show for the £59,000 per annum paid by the colony. This 
military question is in a very unsatisfactory state, but arrange- 
ments are in progress more suitable to the requirements of the 
Straits Settlements. Certainly for £59,000 there should be a 
ati fully equal to all guard duties usually performed by the 


itary. 

News has been received by ay Oe of the abandonment of the 
“Direct English, Indian, and Australian Telegraph,” on the 
ground that “Varley’s” cable would not answer. The scheme 
was looked on with much favour here, as likely to outstrip all 
other more cumbrous and expensive plans. 

Yesterday afternoon the occupants of the Square were astonished 
at an encounter between Mr. Ktchison (a barrister, and a writer 
on the Straits Observer) and Mr. Cameron, the editor of the Strazts 
Times. Asalready noticed above, the Observer had a slashing and 
personal article on Mr. Cameron, at which he took great offence. At 
the ccrner of the building occupied by the Chartered Bank, it ap- 
pears, Mr. Cameron met Mr. Atchison, and demanded if he wrote 
the article in question, to which Mr. Atchison replied that he 
should not answer; whereupon Mr. Cameron struck him across 
the neck with a whip, which inflicted a wound drawing blood. A 
scuffle ensued, in which blows were exchanged, watches smashed, 
aud coats torn. The combatants were separated by Mr. Buyers, 
who was passing. The Observer article was extremely strong, but 
not of a nature to justify Mr. Cameron in resenting it in that 
manner. His proper weapon was the yen, not the whip, and his 
conduct is generally condemned. It is not the business of editors 
to chastise each other. 

Mr. Fisher, who has for some time been distilling by machinery 
the various grasses grown here, including lemon grass, citronella, 
patchouli, sandalwood, nutmeg, and ourum, is now trying the 
growth of tobacco and indigo. He has lately added the packing 
of ee apples in tin cases for export to London, d&c., both with 
and without sugar. By this process a pine can be laid down at 
about 4d. The distillin oc are not at present in full eter 
as prices for all these oils are very low at home ; they are capable 
of producing 1,764 oz. per diem. They have already obtained 
Aire at the Paris Exhibition of 1867, and the Nagpore and Agra 

xhibition. 

In addition to the Dock enterprise, Singapore boasts of a Coir 
Rope Company, under the auspices of Dr. Little. The refuse of the 
cocoa-nut is worked up by machinery specially imported for the 
purpore This rope is laid up in first-rate style, and only requires 
to be more generally known amongst shipowners and captains. 
The cost of this rope is about 6 dols. to 7 dols. per picul, and the 
agent in London is Mr. John Little, Cannon-street, 


JOHORE. 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 


On the 22nd I went over to Johore at the invite of the Mahara- 
ah. It is fourteen miles from Singapore, and the crossing by 
water about two miles. He provided carriage and boat, gave a 
tiffin, &c. The Rajah’s dominion is about 200 by 100 miles, 
and the river intersections consist of the Johore river, a fine 
stream, navigable for large vessels some fifty miles up, and numer- 
ous smaller ones, perhaps over fifty in all. The population is 
largely increasing, and is now computed at 50,000 Chinese, 30,000 
Malays, &c. The cultivation of gambier, pe 4 &c., is yearly in- 
creasing, and a coffeee state has lately been ad. ed to the other pro- 
ductions, the plants looking very promising ; if it succeeds it will 
be a very valuable addition to the revenue of the Maharajah. The 
estates are mostly let out at an annual ground rent to Chinese, 
who work it on their account. The great desideratum in the de- 
velopment of the country is roads ; this seems to be appreciated 
by the Maharajah, who is cutting them as fast as possible. The 
house at present occupied by him is rather small, but a new one is 
in progress on a good commanding site. The Maharajah has several 
brothers, who take part in the administration of Government, 
which is administered more on the European model than on the 
Oriental ; for there is a Court-house and a Council, to deliberate 
on general matters, in addition to a police-court, and a school for 
English learning. The Maharajah has an establishment in Singa- 
pore, on which side he usually resided ; but he now sees the neces- 
sity of residing at Johore, to be more amongst his people, like 
other Eastern potentates. The Maharajah’s late visit to Europe 
has evidently given him a more intelligent view of his duties 
as a ruler, and already he talks of railways, connecting his 
territory with that of the British authorities. His net revenue is 
now about £10,000 per annum ; but in a few years there is every 
prospect of its being doubled or trebled. 

One of the mountains in Johore is about 2,100 feet elevation, 
and the distance from Singapore is about thirty miles. There is 
some talk of forming 8 sanitarium on it for the residents of Sin- 
gapore ; roads are now being pushed forward to the base, and the 

eme is very likely to be carried out in time. | 
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On the water side (with a depth of some twenty-five feet, and 
wharves for loading vessels) stand the Johore Steam Saw Mills, 
erected by Messrs. Paterson, Simons, and Co., in conjunction with 
the Maharajah and Mr. Meldrum, the manager. There are two 
mills, with engines of considerable power, and when fully running 
about 400 labourers are employed, the Europeans comprising four 
or five. The whole of the works are in a very creditable state. 
The principal employment is cutting railway sleepers for the sup- 
ply of the Indian railways; any description of cutting, however 
for house building is done. About twelve ship loads were sold 
last year. At the present the demand is slack, and only one mill 
is working. The works also include a small foundry, and many 
additions have been made to the working appliances. It is a 
satisfactory thing to note that the proprietors have not left the 
employés without the means of Sunday improvement, for a neat 
little chapel stands on the hill. In the event of railways being 
introduced into the Straits, the Johore saw mills would be largely 
benefited. The wood is pronounced of the best sort for railway 
purposes.

BATAVIA. 

The cause of the recent disturbances in the vicinity of Batavia 
is still involved in some degree of mystery. We hope however to 
have some reliable information shortly from our special correspon 
dent, who is visiting Java. 7 

The Batavia Handelsblad of the 20th April observes :—* We 
think ourselves fortunate in being able to state that the move- 
ment in Bekassie,and Depok has been wholly suppressed, and 
it now sufficiently appears 'that it was nothing else than a 
tumult of evil disposed persons. Probably a personal exercise of 
vengeance on a certain Baba Beiran, a Chinese landowner con- 
verted to Islamism ; so far about 200 persons have been arrested. 

The result of the examinations into this partially dark affair is 
waited with interest. Rumours which were current of an ex- 
tensive conspiracy,and which seem to have had their chief ground 
in the circumstance that one of the ringleaders had given himself 
out to the credulous natives as being Raden Paleh, the Javanese 
artist, so well known in Europe, have proved to be quite un- 
founded. The losses of the Chines Baba Beiran, from the 
firing of his premises by the rioters, amount to upwards of 
300,000f. Besides his buildings and paddy stores, a number of 
valuables in gold and precious stones, and a sum of 50,000f. in cash, 
became a prey to the flames. He saved his life by a timely retreat 
and concealment. The attack on Depok, which it appears had 
been fully planned and determined upon by the rioters, was pre- 
vented by the prompt action of the Resident of Batavia, who 
arrived just in the nick of time, with @ body of military. All the 
able-bodied depokers had assembled, well armed, and had passed 
the night in the church and school, fully determined to fight to 
the last in p70 arts et focis repelling the rioters. 

“ A very interesting letter from J. Beukhof, the teacher at De- 
pok, appears in the . B. /andelsblad, from which it appears that 
the danger was imminent and the rebels close to the place. 
Amongst the other prisoners is the native who gave the fatal 
thrust to Mr. de Kuypers—a very ill-favoured fellow, fifty-five 
years of age, who by his own confession had no grievance what- 
ever against Mr. de Kuypers. A native is also among them 
named Bapa Joenda, who was the acknowledged head and leader 
of the rebels, who directed their movements, and whose commands 
were wea be by them and other natives implicitly. He wanted 
to deny that he was the man, but as the prisoners were being con- 
veyed along the roads, a passenger in a cart hailed him as Ba 
Joenda, to whom he replied, and thus betrayed himself. The 
well-disposed natives in the Campongs appear to be communi- 
cative on the subject; and no doubt the really guilty will be 
brought to light, and thcir punishment act as a warning to other 
would-be banditti and plunderers who only want a chance.” 

The Batavia papers strongly recommend horse, or cavalry po- 
lice as being more effective and prompt in operation than mere 
foot police prove to be onan emergency. The cavalry, it appears, 
did excellent service as patrols or rangers, through the disturbed 
districts, and prevenes some intended burnings and plunderings 
from taking plaee.

THE WILL OF DOUGLAS LAPRAIK, Ese. 

The will of the late Mr. D. Lapraik has been proved, and the follow- 
ing outline of its provisions will probably possess some interest for read 
ers connected with Hong Kong. The personalty wassworn under £20,000 
but as much of the property is in land and buildings, this conveys no 
adequate idea of its total value. The executors, who are also appointed 
trustees, are—Mr. William Lane, of Highbury; Mr. W. Mauger, of 
Piccadilly ; Mr. Robert E. Baker, of Hong Kong; and Mr. John 8. 
Lapraik, of Hong Kong. The testator leaves his house at Acton (“ The 
Oaks’’), with its furniture, plate, carriages, horses, and all ita contents 
and appurtenances, with the freehold property attached to it, to his 
wife absolutely ; and a sum of £2,000 in addition. There are fifteen or 
twenty other legacies, chiefly of small sums, the principal ones being— 
to Mrs. Mauger, £500; her eldest daughter, £500; her three younger 
daughters, £100 each ; her gon, Douglas Mauger, £200 ; Mr. Thomas 
Lane, £100. After these bequests, all the rest of the estate is vested in 
the trustees, who are to pay out of it an annuity of £800 per annum to 
Mrs. Lapraik, and one of £500 per annum to Mrs. Baker, the niece of 
the testator, the residue being left to his nephew, Mr. John S. Lapraik. 
One clause provides that, in the event of Mr. John Lapraik not sur- 
viving the testator, the residue of his estate, after satisfying the specia 
bequests above enumerated, should be distributed in the same manner 
as if no will had existed. Mr.John Lapraik having survived his uncle, 
this clause is of course inoperative. 





THE PACIFIC RAILWAYS. 
The following comments on the practical utility of the railways 
across America are from the Mew York Times :— 


The enthusiasm in respect to the Pacific Railroad has undoubtedly 
entered into the excitement in real estate on this island. Many 
expect lines of marble palaces in our streets, built up by the profits of 
new trade with the Orient, and that New York is to become a kind of 
Venice in connecting the products of the Indies with Europe. 
Chicago has caught the enthusiasm, and is awaiting a new prosperity, 
as the centre of the carrying trade in teas, silks, rice, and all 
the most profitable products of China and Japan, on their way to 
New York and London. ‘‘ The way to the Indies” is said to be already 
posted up as an inscription somewhere on the Pacific road. We regret 
to say that cool reason characterises these expectations as mere dreams 
of hope. The cool and shrewd business men engaged in Oriental 
trade doubt if it will ever pay to forward teaa from San Francisco 
overland to New York, except, possibly, a single first cargo of some 
exceptional article. The freights will be too high. Already it costs 
as much to send teas by rail from New York to Chicago as by water 
from Hong Kong to New York. Moreover, the time now from China 
to England by canal and steamer, on the old route, is somewhat leas 
than by rail and steamer on the new American one. Japan alone is 
brought nearer to Europe. The Pacific roads, with 3,600 miles of 
travel, can never deliver with profit any California or Oriental freight 
on this coast, except such as are very light and costly, such as silks or 
light manufactures. And even with these they must compete with the 
water freights of the Pacific Mail, which will only be a fortnight longer 
in time. Land transportation can seldom compete succeasfully with 
water. Undoubtedly, Oriental travel will take this route, at least for 
half its journey ; but Oriental trade with this coast and Europe will 
be more likely to take the Isthmus or the old routes. The Pacific 
Road will feed and clothe the interior of the Continent; it will pour 
an increasing stream of pleasure seekers, business travellers, and 
emigrants from one coast to the other; it will build up Colorado, 
Montana, and Nevada, and supply California with cheap labour ; but 
asa link between the far Orient and the Atlantic Ooast or Kurope, 
we are persuaded its importance has been much exaggerated. 


THe ORDER OF THE BaTH.—A supplement to the London Gazette 
states that the Queen has been graciously pleased, on the occasion of 
the celebration of her Majesty's fiftieth birthday, to give orders for a 
number of promotions in and appointments to the most Honourable 
Order of the Bath.

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

WHEN any particular cause is to be advocated before the 
Minister responsible for one of the chief departments of the 
State, a deputation, consisting of a select number of influential 
persons who are well informed on the question at issue, is 
probably the best method that can be chosen. But a Mi- 
nister who receives such a deputation, and listens to several 
addresses from gentlemen who each handle the subject per- 
haps in a different way, cannot be blamed if his impressions 
regarding some of the facts sought to be impressed on him 
are rather confused, although of course he retains a fair 
general idea of the whole. The Straits Settlements Asso- 
ciation, remembering this, and being anxious that no 
single feature of their case should be overlooked or misun- 
derstood, have forwarded to Earl GranviLuE a “ memoran- 
dum,” in which the arguments already presented verbally for 
his lordship’s consideration are recapitulated with admirable 
conciseness and lucidness. To this document, which we re- 
produce in another column, no official reply has been re- 
ceived, and perhaps none is needed ; but the members of the 
Association have the satisfaction of knowing that no effort 
has been wanting on their part to secure a favourable result. 
It is a great pity that we cannot say the same of a kindred 
institution—the Hong Kong Association of London, which 
has of late exhibited no signsof vitality: Mr. P. F. Twman 
has been appointed honorary secretary to the Straits Asso- 
ciation in London, and we understand intends to endeavour, 
by maintaining a regular correspondence with the local 
association at Singapore, to establish a complete accord be- 
tween the two communities. The merchants and others 
resident in the colony are apparently those most immediately 
interested in its prosperity and well-being, but those who 
form and support the London association are in no degree 
less so—indeed, the latter consist mostly of heads of firms 
who represent the capital by which the Straits trade is sus- 
tained, and from this fact, and their long experience of Straits 
affairs under the old régime as well as the new, are the most 
natural and fitting exponents on this side of public opinion 
‘in the Straits. The necessity of perfect accord between the 
two bodies is therefore clear. At the last meeting, whereat 
Mr. Trpman accepted the post of secretary, a letter was read 
from the Right Hon. E. Horsman, M.P., announcing his accept- 
ance of the Presidentship of the Association, vice the late J. 
CrawrorD, Esq. Mr. Horsman’s energetic disposition and 
great mental activity, together with his position as an inde- 
pendent member of the House of Commons, will render him 
a most valuable ally. 


Some remarks that recently appeared in the Straits Times, 
& portion of which were quoted in our last issue, would seem 
to indicate that public opinion, hitherto so strong in its op- 
position to Governor Orp’s administration, was in some degree 
wavering. The tenour of our own information, however, is 
directly in opposition to this idea. Mr. Napien’s letter to 
the CoLon1aL Secretary, of the 12th March, seems to have 
been misunderstood in some quarters, more especially that 
part of it relating to the expenditure on the new Govern- 
ment-house. Although the memorial in question prayed 
for some check on the excessive expenditure that was 
draining the resources of the colony, and adduced the out- 
lay on this building as an instance of prodigality, it was 
never contemplated to ask for a suspension of the work ; 
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| indeed, nothing could be more distasteful to the Association

than to see it left unfinished, to be pointed at by future 
generations of colonists as a memorial of the folly of the pre- 
sent one. All will agree that the house should be finished, 
and finished handsomely ; but although a mansion is needed, 
a palace is not, and the association would not willingly 
sanction a large outlay on profuse internal decoration, only 
justified on the pretext of the Duke of Epivsurcn’s flying 
visit. We regret to see that the Straws Times speaks some- 
what slightingly of the chief opponents ofthe present system 
of Government, as “ agitators,” whose occupation would be 
gone if that system were abolished. This is hardly fair to a 
body of gentlemen who are actuated in their arduous task 
not only by a proper regard for their own interests, but by 
a sincere desire to promote the welfare of the colonists at 
large. We deeply regret also the intemperate writing with 
which the Stratis Observer seeks to advocate the cause of the 
reformers. The arguments in favour of reform are so clear, 
and the facts on which they are based so patent, that any- 
thing like vehement writing is altogether unnecessary. 
Angry words are generally characteristic of a losing cause, 
and therefore are quite out of place here ; besides, even a 
winning cause is endangered when its advocates descend to 
bitter personalities. So we recommend our friends in the 
Straits to be content with ventilating, in that temperate 
language that always carries the greatest weight, the wrongs 
for which they seek redress ; fearlessly entrusting to the As- 
sociation in London the task its members are so well qualified 
to perform, of representing their desires in the proper quarter 
at home. 

The position of the Chief Justice with reference to the Go- 
vernor seems likely to be the most difficult point to deal with, 
although it presents such a glaring injustice. Compare it, 
for instance, with the case of the Mayor of Cork. Hereisa 
tradesman who, by reason of his wealth—no matter how ac- 
cumulated, or his influence, no matter how obtained—gets 
himself made an alderman, and in due course is elected 
Mayor, in virtue of which office he becomes chief mugistrate 
of the city. He may abuse and disgrace that office in every 
possible way, yet neither the Lorp LikuTenant nor the 
Supreme Government has power to dismiss him until an 
Act of Parliament is passed specially to disqualify him! A 
colonial judge, on the other hand—necessarily a man of 
high standing in an honourable profession, nominated by the 
Government on account of his especial fitness for the post— 
may be removed or suspended at the caprice of the local 
Governor! being thus placed in a worse position than the 
man who becomes temporarily, and almost accidentally, a 
magistrate by the votes of a few dozen tradesmen. The po- 
sition is as humiliating as it is anomalous. 


Let us conclude these remarks with a suggestion. Why 
should there not be an Association permanently established 
in London to advocate the interests of all our Eastern 
colonies and Settlements? We have a Ceylon League, a 
Straits Settlements Association, anda Hong Kong Association, 
all working for the good of the various colonies they represent, 
and in many cases with objects in common. There was some 
talk of affiliating one or more of these to the newly-founded 
“ Colonial Society,” but that institution is more likely to be 
occupied with questions of emigration, culture, &., connected 
with our larger possessions in Canada and Australia, and among 
these the affairs of small Eastern settlements would be loat sight 
of altogether. But a combination, including all the latter, 
under some such title as the “Oriental Colonial Society,” 
with a standing committee to deal with each separate colony 
and correspond with local associations, would, we think, be 
better calculated to attain stability and permanent influence 
than a number of minor societies possessing no bond of union. 


THE subject of “ Our Relations with China” is not to be 
entirely neglected by the House of Commons, after all. Co- 
lonel Syxes has given notice that on Tuesday, the 29th June, 
he will call the attention of the House to circumstances con- 
nected with the revision of the Treaty of Tientsin, and move 
for correspondence relating thereto. We earnestly trust that 
those gentlemen interested in the prosperity of the China 
trade, who have seats in the House, will not fail to take 
advantage of this opportunity to obtain a thorough discussion 
of the policy of the present Cabinet towards China, and its 
inevitable results—if persevered in.

THE VICEROY OF EGYPT AND THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Berore the Viceroy of Eaypt quitted home on his Euro- 
pean trip certain new arrangements were entered into be- 
tween his Highness and M. pE Lessers. What these were 
exactly has not been officially announced, but the following 
statement comes from a highly respectable source. The 
company, in the first place, receives an indemnity of thirty 
millions of francs, and is authorised to sell certain lands 
which it still holds in participation with the Viceroy. The 
company gives up its privilege of free importation from the 
date of the Ist of October, and the Customs service by the 
canal will be carried on elsewhere in Egypt and under Go- 
vernmental superintendence. It also renounces the right 
which it held under the original concession of using the 
fresh-water canal, and will confine itself exclusively in future 
to the working uf the maritime canal. In return for the 
abandonment of the above privileges the company is to re- 
ceive a further indemnity of twenty millions of francs. The 
company cedes to the VicEROY its warehouses and other con- 
structions at Boulak and Damietta, the hospitals which it has 
erected and organised, as well as its establishments at the 
quarries and the port of Mex; the indemnity for these con- 
cessions is fixed at ten millions more. Lastly, it is stipulated 
that the 25,000 acres of land which the company possesses 
on the banks of the great canal, as well as the 1,250 acres 
intended for the enlargement of Port Said ‘and Ismalia, shall 
form the subject of av ulterior arrangement ; the whole that 
can be spared to be sold, and the proceeds divided between 
the Viceroy and the company. 

The total of the indemnities in money mentioned above is 
sixty millions of francs, or £2,400,000; and in order to 
facilitate the arrangement it is stipulated that the com- 
pany shall detach from the shares in possession of the 
VICEROY a8 many coupons as shall make up the sum of thirty 
millions of francs, or half the total indemnity, with interest 
at the rate of ten per cent. The company is to be congra- 
tulated on these arrangements, which have already had the 
effect cf raising the value of its shares, which now stand at 
580, and will, it is supposed, enable it to make an issue 
of debentures, and they moreover do away with some of 
the objections which rendered the original concession un- 
palatable abroad. A meeting of the company, ordinary and 
extraordinary, is announced to be held in Paris on the 2nd 
of August. 

Great preparations are being made, it is said, in Egypt for 
the reception of the Empress and other Imperial and Royal 
personages in October next ; and amongst other schemes is 
mentioned the formation of a boulevard to give free access 
to the Roman Catholic Church of Cairo, which is closely 
shut in and only approachable by narrow streets, or rather 
lanes. The Opera-house, which is to open its doors at the 
same time as the canal, is progressing rapidly, and numbers 
of artistes are engaged ; amongst others, the tenor Naudin, 
who has already secured apartments at the French Club, on 
the Esbékieh. Apropos to the subject of the canal and the 
overland route, it may be mentioned that a respectable Paris 
journal, in quoting the report from the Lconomust, of a con- 
vention entered into for the conveyance of the Indian aud 
China mails by Ostend and - Brindisi, says that the arrange- 
ment in question is the result of the refusal of the French 
railway companies to run special trains on tho arrival of the 
steamers from Alexandria at Marseilles. Should nothing in- 
tervene to prevent the presence of the Empress KuGentg, the 
Emperor of Austria is confidently expected to attend also. 
The heir presumptive of the Italian Crown will represent 
King Victor Emmanvuget ; the King of Prussia intends to 
send a member of the Royal family ; and it is believed that 
the Prince of Watss, possibly accompanied by Prince AR- 
THUR, will represent Queen VicToRIA. 





WE invite special attention to a letter from our corres- 
pondent at Tientsin, which contains an able exposition of 
the real feelings entertained towards Foreigners by the ruling 
powers both at Peking and in the provinces. The state- 
ments contained in it corroborate much that we have lately 
written on the same subject. 


We hear from St. Petersburg that the Russian Govern- 
ment intends to transport a large number of criminals de- 
tained in Siberia to the semi-Japanese isle of Saghalin. It is 
said that an expedition has already been sent out to make 
arrangements for their reception.

THE Morning Star, in a frothy article on the completion of 
the Pacific Railways, says that “Hong Kong is nearer to 
England by 5,000 miles than it was before the 10th of May,” 
and that “ before long it will be possible for a Londoner to 
“reach Yokohama, in Japan, within three weeks from his 
“ mounting the deck of a Southampton or Liverpool steam- 
“ship.” Such misstatements as these are ridiculous, and only 
tend to injure the cause they are designed to serve. The fine 
powerful vessels built especially for the long passage between 
San Francisco and Yokohama have not yet succeeded in per- 
forming that section of the voyage in three weeks, and under 
the most favourable circumstances they cannot be expected 
to do it in less, so that this section of the journey alone swal- 
lows up all the time allowed by the writer in the Star, without 
any allowance for the time consumed in travelling from Live- 
pool to San Francisco, which will practically be as much 
more. The completion of this direct route is a great fact, 
and needs no sensational writing to magnify its importance. 





Tue telegram from China given in another column brings 
corroboration of that previously received, announcing an 
assault on the person of the French Minister by a high 
official at Peking. There can no longer be any doubt that 
at least some indignity has been offered to his Excellency, 
and that there has been also the usual passive resistance to 
his just demand for an apology. We offer Mr. BurLIncaMB 
our respectful congratulations on this unlooked-for confirma- 
tion of his assertion that “China is extending her arms 
towards us.” Mr. BurtincaMe did not exactly mean, perhaps, 
that it was for the purpose of slapping our Ministers on the 
face, but such a trifling discrepancy is of no importance. A 
Taoutai is allowed with impunity to assault an English Con- 
sul in Formosa—why should his superiors not do the same 
to a Minister at Peking? Perhaps Sir R. ALoook’s turn to 
be beaten will come next, in which case we suppose he will 
refer the matter to the Home Government, and receive in- 
structions to make an abject apology. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Levant Times, writing from Alex- 
andria, says :—“ One of the most important events I have to 
report to you is the definitive signature of the contract be- 
tween the Government of Egypt and a party of English capi- 
talists for the construction of a breakwater at Alexandria. 
When this work is completed Alexandria will be one of the 
finest and safest harbours in the world, and the great facili- 
ties which will then exist for loading and discharging vessels 
will probably keep a great portion of the through traffic to 
India from being diverted to the Suez Canal.” 


Ir is a noteworthy fact that Hong Kong Cathedral will be 
the first religious edifice either in India or any part of the 
Far East to possess a peal of bells. Many of our readers 
are doubtless aware that an ex-trustee of the Cathedral, now 
in this country, is sending out a peal of four bells as a 
parting gift; the building, being a small one, can swing 
no more. They are being cast by Messrs, SraInBank, of 
Whitechapel, and are nearly ready for shipment. 


Ir seems there is to be no Burtincame treaty made here. 
The concessions made by Lord CuareNpDon are (naturally 
enough) looked upon as sufficient, and in accordance with 
the spirit of these the Treaty of Tientsin will be revised. 
We understand that Mr. BuriincaMEe expresses himself 
quite satisfied with the result of his mission as far as this 
country is concerned, and speaks of his return to London as 
a matter of choice rather than necessity. 


MEMORANDUM NO, 32. 

ISSUED BY THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 

Notwithstanding the representations made to the Right Hon. 
the Earl Granville by the recent deputation, and the courteous 
attention with which they were received, it is thought desirable 
to set forth briefly in this form the grievances complained of, and 
the suggestions offered for their remedy. These comprise :— 

Ist. The rapid and alarming growth of expenditure under the 
administration of the present Governor, Sir H. Ord. 

2nd. The subjection of the judicial bench to the local exe- 
cutive. 

3rd. The constitution of the Legislative Council, and the re- 
strictions on its official members. 
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Ath. The state of extreme dissatisfaction and discontent which 
has grown up under the present Governor. 

lst. It is with the greatest satisfaction that the Association re- 
ceive his lordship’s assurance that this matter is already having 
his attention, and they will rejoice if their statement of the finan- 
cial position of the colony should be so far modified by his lord- 
ship’s prohibition of the useless expenditure on steamers, and a 
determination to restrict that threatened-on Government-house ; 
but the Association would impress upon his lordship’s attention 
the fact that during the past year an amount of £50,000, as shown 
in the report of the committee, has been spent in excess of the 
current expenditure under the former Government, and, further, 
that this sum has been appropriated, not to public works, which 
were urgently called for, and which the increased revenue would 
have amply met, but largely upon objects personal to Sir H. Ord 
and the different members of his Government. 


The Association are not unmindful that the unofficial members 
are to some extent responsible for a portion of the extraordinary 
expenditure, but would remark on this point that it was the de- 
sire of all classes in the colony to meet the new Governor ina 
spirit of liberality and good will, and they believe that the original 
vote of 100,000 dols. for Government-house, though large, met 
general approval, but it was most certainly regarded as a maxi- 
mum, and no thought was entertained that supplemental votes 
would be required. It is now felt that the style of residence 
adopted may entail upon the successors of the present Governor a 
heavy current expenditure, hitherto unnecessary and unknown. 

2nd. The Association disclaim the idea of seeking absolute in- 
dependence for the Judges of the Supreme Court, but they deem 
it of the very highest impottance that they should be held respon- 
sible, not to the local Governor, but to the Colonial-office. It can- 
not be urged against Colonial Judges that they are, as a class, in- 
ferior to Colonial Governors, and from an intimate acquaintance 
with Asiatic habits and modes of thought the Association are of 
opinion that natives will never regard with anything but distrust 
the decisions of judges subject to the control of the local Execu- 
tive, and who have been deprived of the independence hitherto 
enjoyed by the Bench in these settlements. As regards the sup- 
posed absence of checks on the judicial action, it is submitted 
that these exist in the colony in daily and weekly newspapers, 
several members of the English bar practising in the Courts, and 
a strong and readily expressed public opinion. 


3rd. There would appear to have been in his lordship’s mind 
some misapprehension as to the views of the deputation on this 
point. It is by no means sought to give to the unofficial mem- 
bers a preponderating induence in the Council, although such a 
state of things exists in both Mauritius and Trinidad. The desire 
is to equalise the numbers, giving the Governor a casting vote, and 
it is submitted since it is within the power of the Government to 
ensure a fuller attendance of its members than can be done by a 
non-official party, the result of such an arrangement as is proposed 
would be simply to create a strong and healthy opposition in the 
Council, ensuring a full and open discussion of all questions 
affecting the colony, and tending to a rigid and economical super- 
vision of the public expenditure. 


Regarding the mode to be adopted for equalising the numbers 
in the Council, it is thought desirable to reduce that of the official 
rather than to materially increase that of the unofficial members. 


The method of appointment to the Council is left with confi- 
dence to his lordship. The present plan—ie., nomination by the 
Governor — has worked satisfactorily, and the Association see 
no reason at present to depart from it. The existing system 
of representation, which, if properly carried out, would in- 
sure the presence in Council of the leading professional men, 
merchants, and planters of the colony, is, in the opinion of 
the Association, the most just and satisfactory to all classes 
that can at present be adopted ; for the Asiatics, being primarily 
an industrial population, regard the European residents, whose in? 
terests they see to be identical with their own, as their truest 
friends and most fitting representatives ; and though the Associa- 
tion admit that a system theoretically perfect might require the 
attendance of natives in the Council, they find practical difficul- 
ties in the way of this, there being but few who are naturalised 
British subjects, and eligible from their social position, and of 
these but one or two are sufficiently conversant with the English 
language to make their services anything but formal. The Asso- 
ciation must gravely demur to his lordship’s view that the Asiatic 
portion of the community are fairly represented by Government 
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officials, and believe that fuller inquiries will alter his opinion on 
this point. 

It is satisfactory to the Association to learn that only on impor- 
tant Government measures, or under instructions from home, are 
the official members of the Legislature bound to vote under the 
direction of the Governor, and it is very respectfully submitted 
that his lordship’s view of their duty should be publicly made 
known, looking to the stringent and authoritative language of his 
Grace the Duke of Buckingham in his despatch on this subject to 
the Governor of Hong Kong in 1868, and to the not less pointed 
language of his Grace in his despatch of 17th August, 1868, to the 
officer administrating the general government of the Windward 
and Leeward Islands. 

4th. It can hardly be matter of surprise if the existing state 
of affairs in the colony has evoked a spirit of grave dissatisfac- 
tion, and a feeling that the present Governor has failed in any 
degree to identify himself with the real interests of the Settle- 
ment. An arrogant bearing, and studied disregard of the public 
convenience and wishes are charged against him and the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Penang (Colonel Anson), and appear to have 
lent force to the grievances in the system of government already 
complained of, and changed a community hitherto remarkable in 
the East for its unity and good feeling, into one seriously discon- 
tented and alarmed. The existence of this state of feeling will 
perhaps be best exemplified by the extracts which are appended 
from the local press, confirmed, as the Association regret to find 
it is, by the general tone of the private communications from the 
colony. 


THE P. AND O. STEAM NAVIGATION COMPANY. 


The fifty seventh half-yearly report of the directors of the P. and O. 
Company has been issued, in anticipation of the meeting to be held 
on the 11th instant. We extract the most important passages :— 


THE COMPANY'S FLEET. 


The Ellora, Baroda, and Behar have received their new boilers, 
and are performing satisfactorily on their regular lines. The fitting of 
new boilers to the Jfadras and Delhi was not found to be immediately 
necessary aftcr a survey of the former vessel at Bombay, and the latter 
at Southampton. The Bombay has been withdrawn from the Austra- 
lian service for the purpose of receiving new boilers, which are now 
being supplied to her. The 7'ravancore made an excellent voyage of 
fifty-seven days, from Southampton to Bombay, and is now ru 
on the China station. The Deccan was despatched to Calcutta, mia 
the Cape, in January, and made the run out in sixty-two days. She 
has already taken up her work on the Suez line, and delivered the 
mail which reached that place on the 21st ultimo within the contract 
time. The new ship Hindostan, the contract for which was announced 
in the half-yearly report of June last, is to be launched by Messrs. 
Day and Co., at Southampton, on the 12th instant. 


In the early part of April the directors invited tenders for the con- 
struction of a new steam ship of about 3,000 tons, and 600-horse 
ower. A spirited competition between the leading builders of the 
orth and South was the result, and the lowest offer, that of Messrs. 
Caird and Co., of Greenock, was accepted. It affords the directors 
much satisfaction to add to this part of their report that the very ex- 
tensive operations of the company, which now include the performance 
of nearly 1,400,000 miles annually, have not been attended by any 
casualty during the last twelve months. 


THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

The requirements of the mail contracts have been falfilled with 
almost perfect precision since the date of the last report, and the public 
have experienced the advantage of as much regularity in the delivery 
of the mails to and from India, China, Japan and Australia, as is at- 
tained on the shortest postal routes, no instance of the arrival of the 
mails in London later than the Monday of each week having occurred. 
A modification of the mail service with Japan has recently been intro- 
duced by the establishment of a direct line between Hong Kong and 
Yokohama, instaed of the line hitherto maintained between Shanghai 
and Yokohama. This modification reduces the outward voyage to 
Japan by two days, and the homeward voyage by five days. The ser- 
vice between Hong Kong and Shanghai is kept up as a separate line. 


ELEOTION OF AN AUDITOR. 


The resignation by the Earl of Leven and Melville of the office of 
an auditor of the company has left that post vacant, and it is proposed 
to hold a special meeting at the close of the ordinary business of the 
day, for the purpose of appointing a qualified proprietor in his place. 
A list of candidates for the vacant appointment has been exhibited 
in the board-room since the 5th inst., and the directors have no 
doubt the proprietors will think it expedient to make a selection on 
the opportunity to be presently afforded them. 


OPERATIONS OF THE HALF-YEAR—DIVIDEND. 


The result of the operations of the six months is fairly encouraging, 
as compared with the corresponding period of the previous year. The 
shipments of silk from China, although compressed within a shorter 
period than usual, consisted of a somewhat larger number of bales than 
last year. The export of cotton from Bombay by the company’s 
steamers during the season now about to close also exhibits an increase, 
while there has been some revival of the remittances of specie to the 
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East. The company’s business in these branches, and in ita inter- 
mediate carrying trade, is now, however, most materially affected by 
the competition which prevails in almost every quarter, and the di- 
rectors have been compelled to make concessions in their rates of 
freight, which tell very sensibly on their total earnings as compared 
with the extent of operations. On the otber hand, there has been a 
diminution in the cost of coals at some important stations, and the 
directors trust, by the observance of a rigid economy in all depart- 
ments, to preserve a reasonable margin between receipt and expendi- 
ture. 

As regards the first six months of the financial year, they are en- 
abled to recommend the declaration of a dividend of 3 per cent., free 
of income-tax, for the half-year ending the 3lst of March last, and the 
warrants for this dividend will be payable on and after the 25th inst. 








ORIENTAL LITERATURE IN FRANCE. 

The efforts of the Imperial Government to create an interest in 
matters relating to China, Japan, and Cochin China, are manifested by 
the constant appearance of publications on the languages, literature, or 
industries of those countries. M. Charles Lemire has just published 
a volume on Cochin China”, and the result of seven years’ residence 
in those countries, with hints for those who are about to undertake the 
journey. It contains good information on the agriculture, industries, 
commerce, and capabilities of the French colony, with tables of weights 
and measures; as well as on the habits, manners, and institutions of 
the natives. M. Léon de Rosny, professor of Japanese, has translated, 
by order of the Minister of Commerce, the often mentioned Japanese 
treatise on the management of silkworms.+ The failure of the silk 
crops in France and other companies, will draw the attention of prac- 
tical men to this work, while the literary and artistic world will be 
attracted by the beauty of the book ; it is printed at the Imperial office, 
and the chromolithographs are admirable. It contains also a number 
of fac similes of trade and commercial marks, seals, and cursive writing, 
which may prove of commercial importance. The treatise is not con- 
fined to the common silkworm, but contains information respecting all 
the silk producing worms bred in Southern Asia. M.de Rosny was 
commissioned by the Government about two years since to study the 
marks on the silkworm cards arriving from Japan, and the results are 
given in this work, which is furnished with nseful indexes or glossary. 
The same gentleman is now publishing in the Revue Orientale a trans- 
lation of a Chinese tale, called ‘‘ A Husband under a Bell.” 

M. D'Hervey Saint Denys has been appointed joint professor of the 
modern Chinese language, with the eminent scholar M. Stanislaus 
Julien, and native assistant professors or teachers are now also attached 
to the Chinese, Japanese, and Tamoul chairs in the special school of 
Oriental language. 


Sire Suprty Assocration.—On Thursday the second meeting of this 
association was held, under the chairmanship of Mr. T. Dickens, pre- 
sident of the society. Mr. Maxwell Anketell, of the Industrial Silk 
Establishment in Alexandria, attended to report the progress recently 
made under his observation in Egypt. He exhibited cocoons and 
samples of Japanese silk, the material being valued by Mr. Browett at 
85s. per lb. Mr. Cobb, of Natal, also submitted specimens of Japanese 
cocoons grown in the south of Africa. He stated that, judging from 
his own experience, great success would follow the cultivation of silk 
in the colony to which we have referred. It was decided that a de- 
putation should wait on the Viceroy of Egypt on his arrival in Eng- 
land, to thank his Highness for the exertions he was making for the 
advancement of silk culture in the country over which he exercises 
rule. It was also resolved that a deputation should wait on the Secre- 
taries of State for India and the Colonies to solicit their assistance for 
the promotion of silk cultivation. 


New SreamMers.— Messrs. Denny Brothers, of Dumbarton, have con- 
tracted to build for the Austrian Lloyd’s Steam Navigation Company 
two steamers, to be named the Apis and the Sphinx. These vessel, 
are to ply between Trieste and India via the Suez Canal. The burden 
of each will be 1,400 tons. Messrs. A. and J. Inglis, of Pointhouse, 
have Iaunched an auxiliary screw clipper, named the Oberon. This 
vessel has been built to the order of Messrs. Shaw, Maxton, and Co., 
of London, and will form one of their China fleet. With the view of 
avoiding the detention occasioned by calms in the equator to sailing 
vessels, she has been fitted with machinery by which she will be en- 
abled to keep up a uniform speed throughout her voyages. Messrs. 
Napier have launched from their yard at Govan the Jnvincible, a twin 
screw, armonr-clad frigate, built for the British Government. She is 
a twin vessel to the Audacious, launched by Messrs. Napier in Feb- 
roary.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameure, June 1. 

The storm of opposition to the proposed new Federal taxes has been 
still farther increased by the inconsiderate project of another new tax 
of no less than ten perv cent. on railway tickets; but this was the addi- 
tional straw that broke the camel’s back, and the whole affuir is so un- 
popular, and has called forth such a number of angry speeches both in 
the German Parllament and out of doors, that the Bundesrath does 
not dare to bring it to a decisive conclusion by a division, from the 
certainty of a most signal defeat. It had all along been an inexplic- 
able mystery what was the real object to be obtained by the imposition 
of Federal taxes, for there is a simple means provided by a special 
article of the Constitution for raising the money required for 
Federal purposes, which fs—as I explained in a former letter— 
by a repartition or division of the sum wanted among the separate 
States in proportion to their population, leaving it to the re- 
spective Governments to raise their quotas in their own way. But 
now the secret has been divulged by no less an authority than Baron 
von der Heydt, the Prussian Minister of Finance, who has published 
a statement from which it appears that the Prussian finances are in a 
very feeble condition, showing a deficit of about eleven millions of 
dollars. It is, therefore, apparent that, in order to cover this Prussian 
deficiency, it is proposed to raise direct Federal taxes, the alternative 
being that if those now proposed are refused, the Bandesrath will, in 
the next session, bring in a Bill for a Federal income-tax. In the 
meantime, it is decided to convene immediately the Zollverein Par- 
liament, and see what they say to an increase of the import duties; 
and then there is still a chance left by an appeal to the special Prus- 
sian Parliament—for, by the complicated machinery at present in 
operation, there are no less than three different Parliaments, to say 
nothing of the legislative bodies in all the separate States of the Con- 
federation. 

The King of Prussia’s visit to his new provinces of Hanover and 
Hesse-Cassel has been postponed by a slight indisposition, and now 
again put off till after the visit to Berlin of the Viceroy of Egypt next 
week, who is making a tour to invite personally the Sovcreigns of 
Europe to ‘‘ assist’ at the opening of the Suez Canal in the autumn, 
and endeavour to obtain a general guarantee for the neutrality of the 
canal in time of war. But according to the latest arrangements the 
Royal progress will be confined to visits to Hanover, Bremen, Olden- 
burg, and Heppens, to inaugurate at the latter place the new dock- 
yards and naval arsenal in the Bay of Yadhe, on the North Sea. 

The result of the general elections in Bavaria is not of a character 
to facilitate a rapprochement between the north and south of Germany. 
The majority of the members returned belong to the Ultramontane or 
Clerical party, who are very decidedly opposed to a junction with the 
North German Confederation, whilst the minority is far from being a 
a compact body, being split up into several political factions. Under 
these circumstances it is highly probable that Prince Hohenlohe, the 

resent Liberal Premier, will find his position no longer tenable, and 
eventually compelled to resign. 
COMMERCIAL. 

Some considerable arrivals of rough rice have come to hand, and have 
been warehoused, as the importers could not make up their minds to 
accept the low bids made. A fair amount of business was done in 
cleaned grain at previous rates. Tea calm, but prices rule firm. Casaia 
lignea is again in favour, and 8,000 chests of the late arrivals have 
been taken at 12} sch. bco. Flores commands a more easy sale at 
fall prices, 19 and 194 sch. beo. having been paid. No alteration in 
Pepper, which is but little inquired for at this time of the year; Sin- 
gapore offered at 4 7-16 to 4} sch. bco., and Penang at 4} to 4 5-16 
sch. beo. Banca Tin is higher; none can be had now under 164 to 
162 sch. beo. There is still no improvement to report in Spelter, which 
continues in its torpid state. Hitherto the holders have made such 
exaggerated demands that they have frightened away purchasers ; but 
they are now more inclined to do business, and would not refuse lower 
offers. Nominal quotations—13 mks. 10 ach. beo. ex warehouse, and 
13 mks. 12 ach. beo. to 13 mks. 14 ach. beo. for delivery. Money is 
more plentiful in the banks, and Discount has receded to 4 per cent. 
for good bills.

cover his health. A widely-spread rumour, however, says that he is 
lost to his party; and, if 80, the Tories have cause to weep, as they 
never will find so able a pen ready to defend their retrograde princi- 
les. Another loss they sustain in Parliament, Mr. J. J. Rochussen 
aving declined to offer himself again as a candidate for the Second 
Chamber. 

A curious story is told by the Dagblad about a scene which it alleges 
to have taken place in the Café Mille Colonnes, at Brussele, between 
Messrs. Otto van Rees and Roorda van Eysinga, both well known in 
India as ultra-political antagonists. The last-named gentleman, it is 
asserted, insulted Mr. van Rees publicly, whereupon Mr. v. Rees made 
& complaint to our ambassador requesting that Mr. Eysinga should be 
ordered by the Belgian Government to leave Belgian territory. This 
on dit, however nonsensical, will, of course, become current in the Far 
East, and thus it will be of some interest to your readers to know that 
the whole story isa fabrication. The Vaderland ascertains on ‘“ au- 
thority ”’ that the gentlemen named did not even meet each other in 
Brussels. 

General Kroesen, the newly-appointed Commander of the East India 
Army, left by the last mail. The papers in general are of opinion 
that he is ‘‘the right man in the right place,” and that he will suc- 
ceed in suppressing the discontent which now prevails among the offi- 
cers of the East India Army. He is, the Vaderland states, convinced 
that there are some real causes for complaint, viz., that the position 
of the officers is not nearly so lucrative as that of the civil function- 
aries, and that their interests were always neglected. The above-named 
paper, however, condemns the manner in which the officers showed their 
opposition to their grievances. Knowing that our Parliament is often 
too economical, they ought to have addressed themselves to the King, 
their natural protector. 

The First Chamber met on the 20th of May for the despatch of 
business. I regret that I have to record the death of Mr. P. van 
Swieten, ex-Colonel of the staff of the East India Army and ex-Secre- 
tary-General of the Colonial Department. 

For the past year or two the Indian novels and sketches of Messrs. 
van Hoevell ten Brink, van Rees, and othera have been translated 
into German, and published under the title of “ Indische Bibliothek.” 
As these volumes have contributed greatly to throw light upon the 
condition of our East Indian society, it will be of some interest to 
know that the translator—who writea under the nom de plume of 
“Wilhelm Berg ’—is no other than Mra. Lina Schneider, the wife of one 
of our most eminent opera-singers.

The fifty-seventh half-yearly report of the P. and 0. Company 
has been issued. It recommends a dividend for the six months at 
the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, payable after the 25th inst. 

We are glad to note that the scheme of arrangement between 
the shareholders and the creditors of the Commercial Bank Cor- 
poration of India and the East, under which all litigation is to 
be stayed, and the creditors are to accept 17s. in the pound in 
discharge of their claims, has at last received {the sanction of the 
Master of the Rolls. 

The report of the Anglo-Mediterranean Telegraph Company 
announces a dividend of 4s. 6d. per share, making with previous 
dividends a distribution at the rate of ten per cent. per annum, 
leaving nearly £3,000 to be carried forward. 

The biddings for £325,000 in bills on India were received on 
Wednesday at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were 
—to Calcutta £288,400, and to Madras £36,600. The minimum 
price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 103d. on Calcutta and Madras ; 
and tenders on those Presidencies at Is. 103d. will receive about 
59 per cent., and all above that price in full. These results show 
a further diminution in the demand for means of remittance to 
the East. 

The Mexican dollars by the last West India packet were sold 
at 4s. 11}d. per ounce, showing no change. Bar silver is quoted

A new feathering screw has been introduced by Messrs. Laird 
Brothers, of Birkenhead. They have patented an arrangement which 
has been put to a practical test in the Kathleen, a yacht constructed 
for the Marquis of Downshire, and the results obtained on trial are so 
far very satisfactory. It was found that with the screw feathered the 
yacht not only had a speed of 14 to 2 knots more than with the screw 
fixed, but that she was more lively in coming round. It was thug 
clearly shown that the drag of the screw not only affected the speed 
through the water, but prevented the ship working so satisfactorily as 
she did when the blades of the screw were feathered fore and aft, and 
we look with interest for reporta of further trials.
